The Town is Scituate in the County of Loxdon- 
Province of Viſter, incompaſled with a ſtrong Wall and Flan-

little riſing Hill from the Land; and has a Bogg on one part-to 

debar the approach of Aſſailants: and'at Kilmoje, about thiee 
miles from it, is a Block-Houſe or Caſtle, to hinder any ap- 
proach or ſurprize : The Hills riſe pleaſantly at ſome diſtance, 
and the Valleys and Plaines between make it a delightful place :

Building, and in it the Magiſtrates Conſult their waighty Af- 
fairs, thongh of lafe it is fallen ſ\dmewhat to decay. Ar the 
Welt-end of the Town, a little on this ſide Ziſhops-Gate, ſtands 
the Church, very pleaſantly amongſt a Grove of Trees, and by 
it the Biſhops pallace ; there is yet remaining the ruins of ano- 
ther .Church, which time or accident has rendred uſeleſs: The 
Building is according to the old Ergi;h faſhion, partly Loam or 
paper Buildings, and partly Brick; the Inhabitants. are gene- 
rally very Sagacious in their way of Trade or Buſineſs. The 
place lyes over-againſt the Coaſt of Scotland, and has for its Ac- 


- comodation, a fair Haven at a little diſtance; - and although it 


is not accounted above a Mile in Circumference; yet for Cou- 
rage of its Inhabitants, in withſtanding the whole power of the 
French and Iriſh Papiſts in that Kingdom this preſent Year 168g. 
it 15 the more Remarkable. Wherefore having deſcribed the 
place anſwerable to the portaiture, we now proceed to give an 
Account of the Noble and Valiant Reſiſtance London-Derry has 
made inorder to the ſecuring the.Engi;ſb Intereſt in that kingdom 

The Earl of Tyrconnel upon King James's leaving England, 


a5 Deputy of Treland, raiſed all the Popiſh Forces that lay in 
' hts power, diſarmed ſuch Proteſtants as conveniently he could, 
ſeizing likewiſe- their Horſes, and plundering and burning 


many of their Houſes, which obliged ſuch as could get toge- 
ther to ſtand to their Arms, in expe&ation of Aſſiſtance from 
England, and 1.1 many Encounters they worited the Papilts, 
giving them ſome conſiderable overthrows, but the French 
King ſending ſupplies of Officers, Souldiers, and Ammunition, 


© and the arrival of the iate King James, they found them- 


ſelves unable to keep the Field, and therefore thought it ex- 
pedient to fortify themſelves in Towns, and accordingly in 
Colerain they made a vigorous reſiſtance, killing a conſidera- 


ble number of the Enemy, but not being timely ſuccoured 


they were obliged, after all that could be expected from true 
Valour and ConduQ, to ' ſurrender © npon ſuch terms as they 
could get : And now London-Derry being the only place of 
note that held out for the Proteſtants, the popiſh Army ſent 
all their Forces to oblige its ſarrender ; and though it is 
ſhrewdly ſuſpected they corrupted ſome of the chief Comman- 
ders, who ſuffered Collonel Shclcon to ſwim the River- with his 
Horſe interupted,and march within Musket-ſkot of the Gates, 
and afterwards diſerted the Town, and notwithſtanding the 


diſappointment of Collonel Richards and Collonel Coningham's :

Command, and by his Courage and example, put new Life and

after ſeveral of their parties had heen beaten off, coming bg- 
fore the place, on the 1 gth. of April, poſſeſſed themſcives of 
the Caſtle of Knlmore on the 25th, in which there were three 
Pieces of Cannon, the Garriſon not being longer able to 
maintain it for want of Water , however they capitulated to 
march out with their Swords, but they were notwirhſtanding 
plundered by the /riſh Souldiers, whereupon they advance 4 
nearer the Town and raiſed ſome Patteries; but notwith- 
ſtanding the Proteſt.unts, there bring between 8 and gooo in 
Garriſon fired very briskly upon them, uſing their utmoſt en- 
deavour to hinder their approaches: And although the ene- 
my planted ſome Mortars, and caſt Bomhs into the Town, 
yet through the caution and warineſs of the Beſieged they did 
little or no Execution ; yet upon a Conncil, unanimouſly reſol- 
ved that it was convenient to make a vigorous Sally, and taking

the opportunity when the Enemy appeared molt Supine, they 


Sallyed with a {trong party, furprizing and cutting off a great 
number of the 1riſh and French, putting them in all places to the 
Rout, purſning them,and taking much Spoil,eſpecially in Cattel, 
which canſed a great conſternation amongſt the enemy,and puts 
me in mind of an old Triſh propheſie, which ſays, That pen- 
nybourn-Mill ſhall be watered with the blood of the Natives, when 
there ſhall be a certain Man living that has two Heels on one Foot, and 
after that the Iriſh Nation ſhall be no more. This Mill 1s about a 


_ Mile from Derry, and *tis faid there is ſuch a ſort of Man now 


living in the ſame. And in the AQtion the French Lieutenant> 
General Maman, Major Taf, Captain |Firz-gerald, Captain 
Borrk, and ſeveral other Officers were killed , with a great 
number of common Soldiers; and the beſieged encouraged 
by this ſucceſs made a generous Reſolution amongſt themſelves 
to hold out t> the laſt extremit?7, eſpecially upon notice that 
the Befiegers wanted Amunition, and that a great number of 
their Horſes dye for want of Forrage : And Mr. Walker deſifted 
not from canfirming them by walking the rounds, firing the 
Cannon with his own hand, and animating thoſe that any ways 
fainted with expeQtation of ſpeedy ſuccour from Englard, tel- 
ling them they could expect nothing but Miſery and Slavery 
under the oppreſſion of a French power : So that though the-- 
Town of London-Derry, the only Refuge of the Proteſtants 5n 
Ireland, 1s not large, nor extraordinary ſtrenghthened by Art, 
it has hitherto foiled and baffled the popiftr Army and com- 
pelled them to taſte of proteſtant valonr : The Canon con- 
tinuing to play furionſly, and all endeayours uſed to weary out 
the ene:Ny, Or raiſe the Serge. |
